LEISURE AND CONSUMPTION. 

Henrt Forp will be welcomed by the 
economists and ‘social engineers who 
in recent lade have been putting |: 
stress on that form of Giant -Power 
which is called ‘purchasing “power. ; 
They. contend: "that ‘production: ‘has 
been emphasized to; the ieglect of 
consumption. Mr, Forp’s interview 
in the American Bankers Association 
Journal makes it plain that he is inter- 
ested at least as much:in mass ¢on- 
sumption as in mass production. Eu- 
ropean students of American prosper- 
ity have carried home the information 
that our. secret lies in high ‘wages 
and high purchasing power. Mr. Forp 
agrees, but apparently believes that 
high wages are not enotigh. The abil- 
ity to-buy must -be preceded by the 
desire.to buy: For the-stimulation of 
that desire the niassés must have 
greater amount of leisure. They must 
have time to sit around and think of 
new things they want. Hence a five- 
day week with no reduction in wages 
is the slogan for the future of Amer- 
ican industry. On this Mr. Fosp and 
the American Federation of Labor 
agree, 

Where. they, differ * ‘probably in the 
ultimate objective. ‘Mr. Forp would 
naturally be attracted by ‘the possibil- 
ities of leisure because the automobile 
is so admirably adapted to fill up the 
vacant hours, The A.’ F. of L., while

against more motor cars-for working- 
men, is. probably thinking of the. op- 
portunities of leisure in'a wider sense.
